VERDICT TO TELL IF ANY IR 
REGULARITIES EXISTED IN 
1917 SEASON

Chicago. Jan. 8.— The 
world 
oi 
baseball today eagerly 
a w a i t e d t hr 
decision of its supreme 
power, 
on 
which rests the confidence of a na 
tion in th e greatest 
of 
o r g a n ic I 
sports. 
For next Wednesday m orning at 
IO o’clock K. M. Landis, high com 
missioner of the game, will announei 
the verdict which will tell w hether 
he believes any irregularities existed 
In the sport d u rin g the season of 
1017. 
That decision will come as 
sequel to the most unusual inquiry 
in the g a m e’s history, an investiga­ 
tion which has been conducted to de 
term in e w hether the Detroit Tigers 
of 1017 deliberately allowed the Chi 
ca go W hite Sox to win a four-game 
series in order th a t the western d u b 
might beat out Boston for the pen­ 
nant. 
In the investigation approxim ate­ 
ly 50 ball players, some of them t Im 
gam e’s greatest idols, 
have 
heard 
their nam es 
involved 
in 
charges 
made by two former players, both of 
them now outlawed from the game 
because they conspired to throw 
a 
world series in 1919, that the series 
of September 2 and 3, 1917, between 
the Tigers and W hite Sox was fixed 
for the Sox to win. 
These men are 
Charles “ Swede” Risberg and Arnold 
“ Chick” Gandil. both former W hite 
Sox players, and tw o of tin* seven 
who were banished from the game 
after the scandal of th e 1919 world 
series. 
The commissioner has gone through 
a pain sta k in g process 
of 
evidence 
gatherin g, durin g which he lias al­ 
lowed every man, whose nam e lias 
been mentioned, to appear for him 
self. 
Each of the players lias denied 
t h e charges of Risberg and Gandil 
As the situation stands at present 
Landis has the following flu**** point 
as the major developments of the iii 
q u i r y :
